Liberal Conservative Con- 
Ventlon. 

Under this designation ftbme two 
hundred delegates from all parts of. 
Ontario , met at Toronto during Uie 
last week of September. The object 
of this influentiiJ gathering was to or- 
gamiVwhai is to Bek'nbw'n as the Li- 
beral Conservative party and adopt a 
politiced creed, &c., &c. Bow for 
that 6i>ject'waa*itttain&d iiiid"to what 
extent tUe organization ia likely to in- 
fluence tUe politics of the co'vintry it is 
not now proposed to consider. We 
have glanced over the many "colunmH 
filled by the report of the proceodinys 
at the convention; nud we t'md that 
while the projected Keciprocity Trciity, 
the Riel question, the Canal Enliirge- 
ment question and many other minor 
questions were dealt with in llatuleut 
orations, not a word was uttered 
about the Pacific Railway policy of the 
present Government and the ^unhajipy 
hitch with British Columbia. How 
does it come that this, the greatest of 
all current questions, was completely 
ignored, while issaes of comparatively 
trivial importance were discussed by 
the hour ? There are those amongst 
«■ who would have the people believe 
that it is to the Conservatives, es- 
peoially the Conservatives of Ontario, 
fhat Oolombia must look for her true 
fiiendfl who shall rescue her from Grit 
injastioe, that it is they who shall de- 
mand jostijpd for her and compel the 
Mackenzie - Administration to "slide 
faster" towards the Paci&c or sink. 
Kow, we ask tiiose who preach such 
things, How comes it, then,th'at at the 
great Conservative Conventiou the 
Pacific Hallway and British Columbia 
never received a word of recognitioii? 
The true answer is too obvious. The 
views of the Conservatives on the Pa- 
cific Railway are really not more ad- 
vanced or progressive than are those 
of the party now in power. Probably 
less. To earn .and find fault witii the 
policy of the (Tovornnieiit i.s one 
thing. To adopt or advocate a iimrc 
liberal and advanced jioliey is aimthcr. 
The reticence of the Con^icrvatirct'Dn- 
vention on this all-a^.-^orljiug tupic is 
most fiigniticaut, and affords furtliur 
evidence tliat the noisy bluster indulg- 
ed in Ijy certain ('onservative journals 
of Ontario, and which sniiie of our 
people mistook for friendly symj^athy, 
was really nothing better than parly 
hypocrisy, designed to emb.inais the 
C-rovernnient, and nothing more. 
Those things arc reierrod to, not in the 
Bjiirit of triumph or party, l>ut merely 
to guartl the j)(?<)pla of liiis I'roviiii.'c 
against being led into the error of be- 
lieving the Conservative party more 
liberal or advanced than the Govern- 
ment in respect to th.at which most of 
all concerns this Province', ur that 
they are at all likely to urge the (l(jv- 
ernnieut to do more than they propose 
doing.' Tiie truth is, as was stated 
yesterday, that the views of tlio ( iov- 
orunieiit are really in advance of the 
Oppositiou in so far as the Pacilie 
lladway IS concerned , as was alreiuly 
demonstrated last session, when the 
only op])ositiou oflered was on the 
ground that Mr. Mackenzie's Railway 
policy was ruinous in its liberality. 
Let not the jieople of tins I'ldvince l)e 
deceived by parly tactics in the j'las', 
where a professiun of friendly symp.'itliy 
is sonu->times a cloak for selfish parly 
ends.

True it is that ct)mparllivoly little is 
yet known abi)ut the ouoi'nious outly- 
ing and for the most j)art iiue.\j)lored 
territoiy of the Domimon of Canada.

Since the "unblaidicling" (jf that vast 
territory, howi!Vcr, it has been tlihcov- 
oved that tho pcnlion of it called the 
"Fertile Belt" alone oilers room for a 
population neax'ly equal to that of the 
.whole Dominion. Nor is it to be ku]i- 
posed that of all tho widospreailiiig 
country lyiug east of the Kocky Alonn- 
tains and northwest of the "Great 
LrtkoH, "tho Fertile Bolt alono iij fortiln, 
A" yet, however, that portion of it ly- 
ir.ff'betTreen thenorth-eaitefn co^sineh 
.51 the Fertile Bolt and Hud.son'fl "Bi;* 
remaiao, to a great cr.ci;t, :l -'.or.;! i;,- 
cognita." It is known, howiner. that 
large rivers drain fertile lands inti,i 
Hudson's Bay, on whoso banks all the 
productions common to the most fav- 
ored climates of Old Canada 
grow luxuriantly. Passing to the 
west of tho great watershed, we 
flad a country eveu les8 known. How fnw 
jreytlizo the full extent of British Qolnm- 
bia. Of that portion of it lyiug to lie 
north of tho Ohilooatou Plains, how very 
littlo is known. It is highly creditablo 
to tho prcHont Adiniuistratior. that a piu ty 
it buintf sent out on a four yGnrs' oxiilor- 
(ng expedition in tho Pouco Hivor coun- 
try, wuioli IS a goniuid torin, covering the 
grvatur part of tho countiy yot unexplor- 
,'.'•(1 d& Uuth sides of the Becky Monataias. 



From that expedition important results 
may be expeoied. Not the least import- 
ant will be tbat part of thoir work lying 
in British Columbia. It seoms 
an uuiloubteJ fact that far away 
towards the North lie vast oases 
presenting all thoao conditions neoflssary 
to human habitation. During tho season 
now drawing to a close, the party which 
opened a track from Skeena Forks to Dease 
Lake came across a largo and beautiful 
valley of groat fertility. This valley is de- 
scribed as being nearly two hundred oiilos 
long with a. varying width of from thirty 
to lifly niiloH. It is for tho most pint 
open "and coyered with a luxuriant growth 
of rich grasses and pea vino, uftbrding 
excellent feed for cattle. Now here alone 
13 tho site for a thrifty littlo colony, sup 
plying food for man and beast to the ox- 
tensive mineral country snrroundinff it. 
It is of no little importanco that the coun- 
try should bo explored with a view to as- 
cc'-tiuning its fitness for settlement as 
well as mining pursuits; for it is only 
when the settler and miner go forth hand 
in hand that the highest good is attain- 
ed.

"The Govornment lo.st not a mo- 
ment in making every possible pre- 
paration for prosecuting the surveys; 
and, feeling conscious that it was utter- 
;ly impossible to comply with the de- 
mands as to time, tlioy took the first 
opportunity of iiuliuating theiv views to 
the people of the Provinoo, iu order to 
|9gie„.liarmonious agreement as to the 
couraa which should be pursued in the 
difficult position in which they found 
thomselvos placed. It must bo borne 
in mind that the only violation of th» 
terms was not attributable to them, but 
to the late Government iu not having 
th^-Burveys comijleted, although in 
caridor it must bo admitted that it was 
not possible for them to have made 
the surveys complete within the time. 
The expeijdituroB by that Government, 
with a view to effecting that result, 
were 'enormously iri excess of what was 
expected, and yet the country was very 
imperfectly made known. It is imper- 
fectly known, indeed, at this momout. 
And after all that has boon douo this 
jear it has just been learned that in- 
j|ttrnu)ttntable obstacles have been dis- 
wtiredt'ia the' vicinity of Oleairwator 
Jjtke, between that and the Thomp- 
son. It is not easy now to see what 
may have to be done; but fresh parties 
have been detailed in two or three 
other directions, with a view to find 
■ome feadble putiet. Oolombia must 
be aware iBat the Dominion Qovern- 
jnent were not compelled to go on 
Vancouver Island at all; but they were 
willing to go entirely out of their way 
in order to effect some reasonable set- 
tlomaut and to build for the jieople of 
Vancouver Iblaud the road they so 
r^iicli' heodcd even in advaaco of 
any poo.siblo location of the liuo on 
the Mainland. This offer was rojocted 
without even the pretence of cuniidor- 
ation, although Mr. Walkem and his 
Government, up to the very moment 
the proposition was submitted, profes- 
sed to believe that something of that 
kind would bo quite acceptable to the 
peoi)le. Mr.Walkom took groat offeuco 

ftt Mr. Ed'^'ur having gone to 

and accusieil him of havinfr throw u 
hlinBolf into the bands of their oppon- 
«»ts. Indeed, he led the Premier to 
belifivrj lli;it this was really the princi- 
pal cause of Hie rupture. It was point- 
ed out to him tliat Sir. Edgar's instruc- 
tions were to go to pi'omiuout men 
outsiiloof tho Government, with a view 
to obtaining their concun'snoG as well 
as that of the Government of tho Pro- 
Tince in sumo proj^osal for tho settle- 
ment of the ipiestion. Mr, Walkem's 
intercourse with the members of the 
Government at Ottawa leaves no doubt 
whatever iu their minds that he and his 
friends were bent on making the whole 
thing a mere local political intrigue. 
Tho Dominion Government could not 
Btooj) tn aid them in that, and it secra- 
•d i[uitG imp<i.ssible to do luiythiiig 
further v.jth him. Mr. Mackenzie, 
therefore, while willing to receive and 
eonaider any proposal ho might make, 
refrained from suggesting anything 
further to him while at Ot- I 
tawa. The Dominion (4ovfrnuuii) t 
regret deejjly the unsatisfactory 
.state of feeling in an important ])art of 
the Province, and would willingly do 
anything in reason to reconcile it; but 
they hope to iiave reasonable peojile 
to deal with on tho other side. Ibe 
vague and imletinite dcinand to act'oin- 
plish impossiliilities -namely com- 
moneo building the road before it can 

Sossibly be known where ii is to be 
uilt — does not apjioarlo them reason- 
able.

The Charge Against the 
Steamship IjOS Angeles. 

Police Judge Elliott delivered tho fol- 
lowing decision in the case of the steam- 
ship Los Angeles, charged with hiding 
its lights when rounding Race Rooks ou 
tho 2Glh ult. 

In this case I Jmvo looked into tho prin- 
c\\n\\ authority citoJ by tholearucd oouu- 
sel for the defendant; I have roforouoo to 
tbo causo reported in tho Slat Law Jour- 
nal, p. 201 — the Eclipse vs. Saterma—n.n 
apijoul to the Privy Council from the 
jiuigmentof Dr. Lushington, in which ho 
lays down tho law that tho Solent, under 
so'nio ciroumstaucos, is tho high Koa.^. I'ow 
would fool disposed to question tho accu- 
racy of any opinion of Dr. Lushington 
on such points, but I havo a notion ou 
my mind that were tho learned Judgu try- 
ing this ease ho would, in v-W probability, 
hold that tho steamship Los Augoloa was 
iq Canadian waters when she committed 
thu alleged violation of tho Navigation 
Laws of Canada, which niako no distino- 
tion botween foreign and British sliips; 
on the contrary, it expressly declares that 
foreign ships como within tho operation 
of the Act. At all ovoats, I think Dr. 
Lushington would say to ouo in my posi 
tion, something like this, "Under all tho 
circumstances, the safest and indeed only 
wi,so course is to convict the aocnsed and 
leave it to liim to move a higher Court for 
redress, if to any ho is entitled." 

It was argued by Mr. McCroight that 
"supposing a midway line wore drawn 
botween Race Rocks and tho American 
shore opposite, and supposing that tho 
laws of tbo United States and.this country 
were altogether different as to lights ou 
shipping, and supposing that n French 
ship was on its way to tho Sandwich Is- 
lands, what a diliioulty the ina-iter of .such 
a ship would be placed in." Tlu re is no 
doiibt tJ»o result would bo most disastrous 
did such an unfortunate state of affairu 
exist; but luckily for as, luckily for the 
preservation of human life, civilized na-" 
tions hare perceived the necessity of hav- 
ing a law in common to guide those per- 
sons who are entrusted on the seas with 
the lives and properties of thoir fellow 
orestures. 

I may here refer to one other point 
raised by Mr. McOreight, namely, that 
there is no evidence of "willfulness," os 
described in tho Act. To this objection, 
I think, there are many answers in law; 
but in the case now under consideration 
the evidence is too clear to admit of any 
argument. I shall only say this: Had tho 
lamps never been lighted during that 
night, tho defence of "forgetfulnesn" 
miglit havo been set up, although this 
would hevo been, in my opinion, no an- 
swer to a charge of manslaughter had a 
life been lost through such negligence. 
But further: The evidence in tho churgo 
proves clearly that tho lamps had been 
lighted and were afterwards most "wilful- 
ly" concealed. 

' Jt is not really incumbent to the 
issue in this case for me to declare what 
raotivoa bdlnunccd Captain ShoU in his 
strango conduct, but I cannot shut my 
eyes to tho faot that he must havo luul 
some oiiject jn view. It has beep af-Bcrt- 
ed during these propeoijjngs tljdt Captaiit 
ShoU s object was to evade the payment 
of i'ilot Dues, or, in other words, to 
evado the payment of a trifling sum which 
is named at cf20. If ho were inthionced 
by such a con.iidcration, I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that his conduct w.'ik 
most disgraceful, whether he committed 
this outrage in his oavu private interest or 
in that of his emiiloyers. But no one 
can for a uioinent imagine that tho mail 
contractors, who receive ;rr)t,()Oi) por an- 
num for carrying tho niail.s between San 
Francisco and this [ilace, could lie ftnilly 
of such amazing meanness. However, 
as I before observed, it is no part of my 
duty to infinire into t he (uuiio of dcfeiul- 
aiit's conduct. My duty is simple, and 
in tlio intcrpst of tlie I'nblie 1 bliall pt r 
form it strictly.

Thursday, Aug. 11.— Started out to try 
to work, cannot tell what will be the re- 
sult. Camp moved higher up Stony 
creek, jiacked up everything and started 
reached the workingparty under M. Cam- 
bio. I hold tho picket for a short time, 
when ho tcld mo to go to camp as ho had 
all the men at thoir stations, that lio re- 
quired. 13G6 chains made to dato. 

Wednesday, Aug. 12.— My march yes- 
terday was over the entrance of the Chil- 
lioootan plains; everything through tho 
rocky defiles lined with a rampart of 
lava, 1000 feet above tho higlit ot Stony 
Creek, on the right hand hido and about 
'2y, miles back from tho bed of thoFraser, 
a valley opens out of grassland, with this 
water course running its length far out 
into tho plains along its whole length; it 
is oalled Stony Creek) the vallev ia as 
wide as the oyo ean see on each side and 
boforo you a wide strotcli of tlie same 
kind of meadow land ;5 miles above Mcln- 
tyre's wo again camped; wo aro north 
of Kisky (or Itusky's) ranch; 6 miles of it 
is Govornment land, capable of support- 
ing thousands of bead of cattle. There 
was frost thia morning, liicrmometer down 
to 35, yesterday it was up to 8') at noon: 
It is doubtful if grain would ripen; yet 
the natural hay is beautiful; it grows ou 
tho edges of swampa, and close to our 
camp two men are movriog on apooulation 
they calculate to make 60 or 70 tons of 
hay. A very handsomo little lake, lies 
sweetly embosomed amid the plain a mile 
from our camp. The flowers here aro tho 
same as those of Vancouver Ishiud in 
June. An express arrived at camp yes- 
terday; plenty of nowspupora, aud dates 
from Victoria to 29th July.

Altitude, 3180. 

Thermometer 85 in the morning, 80 at 
noon. 

Thursday, Aug. 31. — A cloudy day .hut 
to mo a bright ouo, as I have again got to 
work permanantly ;8tarted at 1869 chained 
up to 1404; returned baok to 7.383 and 
chained to a belt of timber land; 1526 
cbsina to date. Bain with thunder; and 
lightning; in the afternoon ordered back 
to camp. 

Fridoy, Aug. 14. — Mr. Hunter and Mr. 
Cambie gone baok to 150 mile post; dark 
and disagreeable morning; frost onthe 
grass; went out to work; we were without 
tian8it,it was hand compass w ork.reaobeil 
junction with our old line at 1626 and 
then worked out with transit to 1558x67. 

Saturday, Aug. 15. — Kain again; did 
not start until ' j past 7 o'clocit ; looks 
threatening. .AttiUuL; 3180; fell in with a 
patch of ripe strawberrien to-dny; wo 
chained down to Kisky Crook, and fc.rmcd 
junction with Cireen's survey at his post 
So. 1725; our lust stake was ]7Ct).\.71; tho 
horses were ordered to be saddled, and 
Hont out to us, but Mr. Jamieson stnrtetl 
from camp with the animals too lato, lost 
tho trail, and turned back, thus we had 
to trudge back homo to our tents in the 
dark, passing clump after clump of trees 
over i)rairies; it is a wonder wo wore not 
lost. I was tho last to got in at 10 o'clock 
at night, I was too tired to cat, and went 
to bed upon hot tea. Wo had mado i 
miles of chaining, it was considered not 
t)ud work, every stake to be wttdo oud 
niarlced and driven. 

Sunday, .August Itl. — At home in tent. 
Sick, sore and tirinl out; my knees niiicli 
swollen again. Mr. Elibels and Fry wont 
out, also Mr. Hammond to llnish up the 
levels whioh were incomplete ou Satur- 
day night. 

Moiulay, .Vngnst 17.— Ordered to re- 
turn back to the l■'ra^er by the Su.la Crock 
trail wliich leads past Moldrnni's ranch.

Our correspondent of St John's, in 
an interesting letter which will be 
found iu another column, gives us an 
interesting glimpse at the present con- 
dition and needs of tho splendid is- 
land tO the north-east of tho Gulf of 
St, Lawrence, aud at the same time 
indicates a "manifest destiny" which 
will be useful alike to tho Dominion 
and tho last Province that remains 
outside tho plectrio circle which has 
douo so much to stimulate mutual in- 
terest and enriching intercommunica- 
tion. Mr. Murray, the geological sur- 
veyor of Newfoundland, a man stand- 
ing in tho first rank of his profession 
and studiously moderate, has been ex- 
ploring a new section of country in the 
north-east of the island. It would 
seem that Gander Eivor, us it winds 
its was way to Gander Bay to join tho 
Atlantic, presents many attractions to 
the lumberer and lover of the pictur- 
esque as well as to the fisherman, who 
represents tho only class who at pres- 
ent live — scattered wide apart — along 
the undeveloped shores of this beauti- 
ful stream. Those are not settlers, but 
adventiirous trnppors, and therefore it 
ia Hurpiising that up to the present 
year nothing was known of this fertile 
region. But unless very unwise coun- 
sels shall prevail, tho noise of tlie axe 
will soon be hoard amid its primeval 
woods, aud not many moons hence the 
pioneer will lay out the earliest farm 
— the promise of many others — on its 
inviting shores. 

In July last Mr. Murray began the 
ascent of the river, and a month after- 
wards, having reached Gander Lake, 
he wrote, "The country is simply su- 
perb." He goes on to say of a vast 
area that it would be impossible to ex- 
aggerate the quality of the soil, the 
valley alone, in his opinion, being 
equal to the maintenance of 100,000 
settlers. No parts of Nova Scotia or 
New Brunswick, and few parts of Low- 
er Canada, can compare with it. The 
question naturally arises, "Why is it 
still a wilderness of forest — a land with 
fine river coinniunieation ? Tho an- 
swer is, the Govornment will not grant 
timber limits suflieiontly largo to ])iiy 
the lumberer to speculate. Yet, ow- 
ing to a short-sighted law, half a mil- 
lion square acres of fertile land, aud iu 
a [most convenient jDosition, have 
been loft idle. Meftuwhile, tires aro 
destroying the timber wliich the Gov- 
ernment refuse to sell. It would seem, 
too, that"minerals xaay be expected in 
this region, which is of Silurian rock.
